MAREIVTAL MURDER. 


A Jealous California Wife Destroys | 


Her Husband. 

Sacramento Dispatch to San Francisco Chronicle. 

A terrible domestic tragedy occurred here 
at 3 o’clock thisafternoon, and has created 
intense excitementin this community. Mrs. 
Nancy A. Hamiiton shot and instantly killed 
her husband, a well-known engineer on the 
express train running between Sacramento 
and Truckee. ‘The following are the particu- 
Jars of the affair: Hamilton came to Califor- 
nia about twelve years ago, leaving a wife a 
Rock Isiand, lil. The wife procured a di- 
vorce from him and remained East. After- 
ward be courted her again »y letter, sent fo 
her to come out, and, afew vears ago, the 
were again married, the ceremony being per- 
formed in Sacramento. Since their second 
marriage the couple have led an unhappy 
life, on account of Mrs. Hamilton’s exceed- 
ingly jealous disposition. She has constantly 
accused her husband of preferring the com- 
pany of other women tothat of herself. In 
March fast she followed him about till she 
discovered be was keeping company witha 
girl named ‘Nettie Winklebeck, who had 
formerly lived attheirbouze. Mrs. Hamail- 
ton extorted a confession from the girl to the 
effect tbat the latter’s relations with 
Hamilton bad been of an improper 
character, and one Sundav night went to 
the girl’s room, called ber cut, and shot her 
twice. The wounds did not vrove fatal. The 
girl was spirited off east and did not appear 
when the case was calied for trial in July. 
Mrs. Hamilion was tri-d and acquitted on 
the ground of aderanged mind. Since then 
Mrs. Hamilton bas been more jealous and 
violent toward her husband than ever. Sev- 
eral times of late sbe has met him om the 
street and in public places, drawna revolver 
on him and threatened to Kill him. Only a 
few weeks ago she Went to the depot just be- 
fore her busband was to take out the light- 
ning. express train for Virginia City, insisted 
en bis returning home, and on his refusing to 
do so struck him several times on the face. 
She was taken in custody by the officers. He 
then separated from her, and ulthough she 
bas smce followed him up as before, and 
threatened him with violence if he did not 
come back to her, he has constantly refused 
to live with her again. This morning Ham- 
ilton brought in tne express train from the 
east, got a month’s salary from the pay car, 
and went out to pay bills. About2 o’clock p. 
m. belefta friend named C. C. Brown, say- 
ing that he was going to his wife’s house to 
give ber money and pay her bills, as he intend- 
ed to support her as long a: she§remained in 
the State, but was anxious to get her east 
again, aS he feared she would 
kit him. He then Went up to 
the grocery store at the corner of 
Twelfth and J streets, near where his wife 
lived, to pay her biilthere. She saw him and 
went to the store and coaxed him to come to 
the house, which he did, accompanied by a 
friend named McLaughlin, who remained 
outsidetbe house. At bis wife’s request 
Hamilten sent outand got some beer, and 
While drinking it the two quarreled. Hamil- 
ton then got up and went oul on the porch, 
and his wife followed him. She madesucha 
scene outside thata large crowd was attract- 
ed,and at McLaughlin’s sugyestson- Hamilton 
went insice the house again with his wife. 
They sat there talking a while longer, when 
Tiamilton siarted to go out avain. His wife 
then got up, put one arm aroun! his neck aud 
begged bimto remain. He refused, where- 
upon she drewa Sinith & Wes-on revolver, 
placed the muzzle against his left cheek, be- 
low the eve, and shot him. He felltothe 
flooriu the hallway. She stooped over him, 
cocked tbe pistol and tired again, the second 
ball entering his bead two inches behind the 
left ear, kiliing him instantly. Sbe then went 
outon the porch and walked up and dowa, 
crying aud wringing ber hands, George A. 
Basler and Waiter k. Parkinson then drove 
up and saw what had happened. The former 
said io Mrs. Jiamilton: “I suppose you know 
what you have to do?” She said: ‘*Yes, I 
know I’!l bavetogo. I killed bim and I’ll 
haveto gothistime. I may haveto hang for 
it, but IT could not help it.’? She then went 
in the kouse with Basler and againsaid: ‘I 
shot my husband,” and took Basler into the 
bed-room and showed him where the pistol 
lay on the washstand. After she had puton her 
bat and cloak she leaned over the corpse and 
said: **George, I love you dearly, but rather 
than have you leave me I would see vou 
dead.’’ Her little gir] caught hold of her and 
said: ‘*Ob, mamma, you will die, too; vou 
have taken poison.’’ Tothis the mother re- 
plied, ‘*That’s nothing,” and gave directions 
for the child to be taken care of by one of the 
neighbors. She was then taken to the couaty 
jail. as she requested not to be taken to the 
city prison, andlocked up. A search of the 
house was made after the little girl had 
spoken of poison, as it was feared that Mrs. 
Hamilton badtaken something that would 
kill her. On the kitchen table was found an 
uncorked bottle of strychnine and beside it 
lav a teaspoon, but an investigation by a phy- 
sician and tbe fact that Mrs. Hamilton has 
not yet exhibited any symptoms of poison- 
ing, leads to the belief that she did not take 
any of thedeudly drug. The supposition is 
that, if such was her intention, she neglected 
to carry it out in consequence of the excite- 
ment attending the shuoting. At the jail she 
sat in a chair and rocked back aud forth. She 
“was Tery nervous, and constantly alluded to 
‘‘Poor papa, Whom [loved so much.’’ She 
was at once Visited by her lawyer, who ad- 
vised her to say nothing to any one about the 
affair. Sbe has since refused to be interview- 
ed. Deceased was a native of Massachusetts, 
aged thirty-five years, quiet aud industrious, 
and wasa Very competent engineer. Mrs. 
Hamilton is a zood-looking biopnde,of medium 
height and piump form. Sae hus bluish-gray 
eves, abd 18 about twenty-five years old.

A Naval Officer’s Trouble. 
Washington Cor. Chicago Times. 


Lieut.-Commander wharles F. Schmitz, 
U.S. N., had, until about three months ago, 
been in command ofthe Rio Bravo. That 
vessel was then turned over tothe, army and 
the lieutensnt commander orderedto duty in 
charge of iron clads at Branden, Va. Whauie 
in command of the Rio Bravo, he formed a 
liaison with a woman at Brownsville, Texas. 
Last week this woman turned up unex- 
pectedly at Branden, and madean attack up- 
on him. She charged that he had seduced 
her, andthata baby in her arms was his. 
Quite a stir was raised about the affair at 
Branden. Mr. Schmitz saidthe woman was 
a blackmailer. She made nothing out of him, 
and left. He next heard thatshe had come 
to Washington, so he came on too, and went 
tothe navy department. He wanted to 
know if the woman had reported anything to 
the department. She hadtold her story to 
Commodore Jeffers, Acting Secretary of the 
Navy. lLieut.-Commander Schmitz then 
told his side. Hesaidthat he met the wo- 
manat Brownsville, and that she was at- 
tempting to blackmail. He could show, he 
said, that she was not a woman of good char- 
acter. He could further prove that she had 
given birth to two chiidren before the one 
thatshe ecbarges to him, and that he con- 
sequently could not have seduced her, as she 
asserts. The woman’s name is not known. 
This matter is one of morals, which the de- 
partment can not take notice of unless its at- 
tention be officially called to1t. Mr. Schmitz 
bas gove back to Branden, but the woman, it 
is said, isnowin Washington. She is very 
persistent, and will doubtless make some 
more stir before the affair is finally ar- 
ranged. 


He Wrote the Songs. 
From the New York World. 


Pierre Jean Beranger, the great song 
writer, was born in Paris, August 19, 1780, 
and the centenary of his birth was on that 
day, 1880, acclaimed with rejoicings through- 
out France. Alike under Napoleon I., Louis 
XVIII., Charles X., Louis Philippe and Na- 
poleon II)., he preserved his independence, 
preferring honest poverty tothe ailurements 
of power and riches, and content to endure 
fines and imprisonment rather than suppress 
the free utterance of his contempt for tvrants, 
time-servers and hypocrites. In 1857 the 
Empress Eugenie p!aced her purse at the dis- 
posal of his publisher and friend, VPerrotin, 
to whom she proposed to pay a large sug an- 
nually for the benefit of Keranger, without 
the latter being made aware of the source from 
whence the money came. Beranger learnt the 
truth, and in graceful terms declined the 
preffered bounty, although embarrassed by 
tbe necessity of providing funds forthe nu- 
merous objects of his charity. The circum- 
stance became known, and Beranger was 
more than ever the idol of the people.

Leranger,’’? and although the streets of Paris 
were jined with armed troops, the funeral 
procession was contemplated by more thana 
million of the people for whom tie dead man 
had labored.

PERICHA LA FOY’S SECRET. 


An Actress’ Sad Death-Bed Story— 
Disowned by her Family. 
From the New York Sun. 

The following was printed about two weeks 
ago ina morning newspaper: ‘If any rela- 
tives of Pericha La Foy, or Lafargue, are 
living, they will hear of something to their 
advantage by oe identity at 103 East 
Twenty-severth street, New Vork. Persons 
giving information lioverally rewarded. Pa- 
pers pleasecopy.’’ The advertiser is Dr. C. 
W. Goff, a weli-known physician. His house, 
at 103 East ‘'wenty-seventh street, is a three- 
story brick building, and the rooms are richly 
furnished. The furniture and its arrange- 
ment indicate that a woman’s good taste dic- 
tated in the househoid. A beautiful statu- 
ette of Clytie is in one corner of the parlor, 


and in the opposite corner is a dancing Egyp- 


tian girlin bronze. Onthe wall are expen- 
sive pictures, one of which is an oil portrait 
of awoman. The face is beautiful. The 
eyes look er and kindly from the can- 
vas. They axe blue, the hair brown, and the 
chin firm. The portrait is that of Pericha La 
Foy, who was Dr. Goff’s wife. 

Ybe physician was foundinthe deepest 
grief forthe Ceath of his wife, which had oc- 
curred only two days before. He said that 
she left her home whenagirl to go on the 
stage, in opposition to the wishes of her par- 
ents, who were wealtby. She became a suc- 
cessiul actress, playing principally in the 
Western and Southern States, but occasion- 
ally in this city. Once after she won succass 
she returned home, but was rebuffed. She 
went back to the stage, and all through her 
married life she carefuily avoided mention- 
ing her parents’ names, or the name of the 
place where she spent her eariy years. Fi- 
nally she agreed io tell her husband her whole 
family history. They were going to Europe, 
and she said thatshe would give him the 
story Whenthey were onthe ocvan. Tickets 
had been bought fora steamship passage to 
France, when his wife was taken sick. She 
died after three days’ sickness, andin her last 
breath she vainly tried totell her husband 
what she had solong withheld. ‘*‘Burvy me 
by mother’s side,’”? was all that she could 
whisper. Dr. Goff did not Know who her 
mother was, and he caused the body of his 
wife to be taken to the receiving vault in 
Woodlawn Cemetery to await the result of 
his advertisement. ‘The physician said that 
be would not allow the story of his wife’s 
life, so much as he knew of it, to be publish- 
ed until he had exhausted every other means 
toward learningof her parentage. He would 
wait for tidings, and if none came, then the 
story might be given to the public. 

On September 20, two days after the adver- 
tisement was printed, two women met oa Dr. 
Goff’s steps. He was not at home. The 
women were of middie age and they slightly 
resembled each other, but they were strang- 
ers. They fellinto conversation, and each 
found to her surprise that the other was on 
the same errasd—to inquire as to the adver- 
tisement. Theirnames were LaFoy. One 
lived in Newark, N.J., and the other had 
come from Philadciphia. When the physi- 
cian returned hefound the women waiting 
for him. One of the women said that she had 
relatives numed La Foy in Ohio, near Cleve- 
jand. Dr. Goff gave her money to go to Ohio 
und learn whether the LaFoy family there 
was the one he wanted to find. The other 
Mrs. La Foytold of a family of La Foys in 
Lyons, France, who might be the means of 
finding the La Foy family in America that he 
was in search of. Dr. Goffsenta cable dis- 
patch to Lyons,and received an answer by 
cable that gave him no information as to bis 
wife’s relatives. Heafterward received by 
mail from the family in Lyons a complete his- 
tory of the La Foys in Lyons tor several nun- 
agred years back. The Mrs. La Foy who 
went to Ohio learned nothing to Dr. Golt’s 
advantage. Several telegraph dispatches 
from different cities also reached Dr. Goff. 
One was from New Orleans, unotaer from St. 
L.«uis and another from Ciuciunavi; but after 
exchanging dispaicbes nothing resulted. 

While these events were taking place an- 
other weck passed. Dr. Golf was just where 
he bad startedirom. He purchused a lot ia 
Woodlawn Cemetery. It is on a hillside, 
overlooking a low-lying tract where an artiti- 
cizniijiake to be made. There he buried his 
wife, and Lwo arbor vilies nave been planted 
at the foot of her grave. 

‘*Pericba Adejie Was one of her names on 
the bills,”? said Dr. Goff, after he had made 
the efforts above mentioned toward learning 
ot herfamily. ‘lt pains me to think of talk- 
ing about her before the public, but I think 
she wouldn’t mind it so long as publication 
may serve to find what she tried so hard to 
tellme.’’ Tbe physician’s eyes filled as he 
spoke,and he comtinued: ‘*When she felt 
her strength failing she said: ‘I will tell you 
all about it, dear; just ask our doctor to be 
here and listen with you.’ Well, | went for 
Dr. Beiden, and when I returned she 
couldn’t articuiate. I put my arms around 
her, and she looked at me, and Knew me, but 
she couldn’t utter asentence. I asked over 
and over if she Knew me,and she said that 
sne did. But the disease was going to her 
brain. ‘Burv ime beside mother,’ were her 
lastwords. She diéd in my arms; and she 
was sick less than three days. Onthe Satur- 
day that my advertisement was printed she 
and I were to have sailed for the south of 
France. 

‘*‘How came it that I knewso little of my 
wife’s antecedents? Well, she was a nobie 
woman, and I was satisfied with her without 
knowing where she came from. But1l1 did 
ask her every little while to tell me about her 
people, and she lightly put me off. Shecould 
keep a secret better than any woman I ever 
knew. One day she said, when I renewed my 
questioning: ‘Darling, do you want to.hurt 
my feelings? My feelings were hurt so when 
I left home that I wever want to hear of it 
again.’ I pressed her just to tell that inci- 
dent, ana she said that after her mother had 
died she left the stage and went back to her 
old home in the country. Her heart was lone- 
ly, and she wanted to seek her people. She 
had.no one to go back to but heraunt and oth- 
er distant relatives. Without warning the 
actress appeared at the aunt’s door. 

‘‘*Have you come back to stay?’ asked the 
aunt severely. ‘If you will say that vou will 
not return to the stage you can stay.’ 

***No, aunt’ the girl replied, ‘I will not 
say that i will not go back; so I will leave you 
now.’ 

“She walked away. It was her last visit 
home. She went baek to the stage. I don’t 
know how long she played altogether, but 
she made a good dealof money. There are 
inmy house $6,000 or $7,000 worth of dia- 
monds avd other trinkets, which her relatives 
may have by proving relationship. We be- 
came acquainted in New York by accident. I 
was called to attend a patient, and 1 found 
her there acting asasort of nurse. Every 
morning she read the newspapers to find ac- 
counts of distres, and often she would go be- 
fore breakfastto relieve the wants of poor 
people. She had $200 im gold in a separate 
purse When she died, for just such cases. [| 
didn’t know thatshe had the money till I 
found it in her private desk. After I had 
known her for a long time I persuaded her to 
leave the stage. 1 owneda valuable house 
and grounds near West I'arms, and after we 
married we lived there for a number of 
years.”?

Many of the leading orchard proprietors in 
Northern Italy and Suuthern Germany are 
cultivators of thecommon black ant, which 
insect they hold in high esteem as the fruit- 
growers’ best friend. They establish ant- 
hillsin their orchards and leave the police 
service oftheir fruit trees entirely to the tiny 
colonists, which pass all their time in climb- 
ing up the stems of the fruit trees, cleansing 
their boughs and leaves of malefactors, ma- 
tureas well as embryotic, and descending 
laden with spoils tothe ground, where they 
comfortably consume or prudently store away 
their booty. They never meddle with sound 
fruit, but only invade such apples, pears and 
plums as have already been penetrated by the 
canker, which they remorselessly pursue to 
its fastnesses within the very heart of the 
fruit. Nowhere are apple and pear trees so 
free from blight and destructive insects as in 
the immediate vicinity of a large ant-hilil five 
or six yearsold. The favorite food of ants 
would appear to be the larve and pup of 
these creatures which spend the whele of 
their briet existence in devouring the tender 
shoots and juvenile leaves of fruit trees.

OLD JOHN BROWN. 


A Letter Written by Him Just Before 
His Execution. 
Washington Cor. N. Y. Times. 
While incarcerated in the Charleston (Va.) 
jail awaiting execution, John Brown wrote 


the following letter te his cousin, the Rev. 


Luther Humphrey. This letter has never 
been published. The originalis now in the 
possession of Mrs. Rawlings, of St. Louis, at 
present employed in the Treasury Depart- 
ment, whose son received it fromthe family 
of Mr. Humphrey immediately after the death 
of the old hero on the scaffold. The letter is 
written in a remarkably plain hand for a man 
of sixty years, exhibits no tremulousnass, is 
free from erasures, and contains but few in- 
terlineations. The philanthropy which char- 
acterized the entire life of the old martyr, 
and the undaunted courage with which he 
faced death onthe scaffold for what he believ- 
ed to be a just cause, arefully exhibited in 
his letter to Mr. Humphrey, which was evi- 
cently Written in reply to a fraternal com- 
munication from that gentleman. Following 
is the letter: 
CHARLESTON, JEFFERSON Co., VA.. } 
November 19, 1809. 

Rev. Lutber Humphrey: 

My DEAR FRIEND—Your kind letter of the 
12th inst. is now before me. So far as my 
knowledge goes as to our mutual kindred, [ 
suppose lam the first since the landing of 
Peter Brown from the Mayflower that has 
either been sentenced to imprisonment or the 
gallows. But,my dear old friend, let pot 
that fact alone grieve you. You cannot have 
forgotten how and where our grandfather, 
Capt. John Brown, fell in 1776,and that he 
too might have perished onthe scaffold had 
circumstances been very little different. The 
fact that a wan dies under the hand of an ex- 
ecutioner, or otherwise, has but little to do 
with his real character, asI suppose. John 
Rogers perished at the stake,a great and 
good man, a8 I suppose, but his being so does 
not prove that any other man who has died in 
the same way was good or otherwise. Wheth- 
er | have any reason *to be of good cheer’’ 
or not, in view of my end, I can assure you 
that I feel so, and that I am totally blinded if 
1 do not really experience that strengthening 
and consolation you so faithfully implore in 
my behalf. 
fidelity! I neither feel mortified, degraded, 
nor in the least ashamed of my imprisonment, 
my chains, or my near prospect of death by 
hanging. Ifeelassured that ‘‘not one hair 
shali fail from my head without my Heavenly 
Father.” I also feel that I have long been en- 
deavoring to hold exactly ‘‘such a 
part as God has chosen.’’ See 
the passage in Isaiah which 
you have quoted. No part of my life has been 
more happily spent than that I have spent 
here, andl humbly trust that no part has 
been spent to better purpose. I wvuid not 
say this boastingly, but ‘‘thanks be unto 
God, who giveth us the victory through ia- 
tinite grace.’? I should be sixty years old 
were | to live till May, 1860. 1 have enjoyed 
much of life as itis, and have been rewark- 
ably prosperous, having early learned to re- 
valid the welfare and prosperity of others as 
my own. I bave never, since I can remember, 
required a great amount of sleep,so thatl 
conciude that I have enjoved fullan average 
number of waking hours with those wav 
reach their three-score years andten. I have 
not as yet been driven to the use of glasses, 
but can still see to read and write quite com- 
fortably. But, more than that, I have geuer- 
ally enjoyed remarkably goud health. I might 
vo on to recount unnumbered and unmerited 
blessings, among which would be some very 
severe ufflictions, and those the most needed 
blessings of all. And now, when I think how 
easily 1 might be ieft to spoil all I have done 
or suffi red in the cause of freedom, I hardly 
dare risk another voyage, if Leven had the 
opportunity. It isa long time since we,met, 
but we shall now soon come together ig our 
‘*Father’s house,’’ I trust. ‘*Let us hold 
fast that we already have, remembering that 
we shall reap in due time if we faint not.” 
‘‘Thanks be ever unto God, who giveth us 
the victory through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 
And now, my old, warm-hearted friend, 
good-bye.

ELECTRIC EXPERIMENTS... 


Introducing the New Light on tho 
Docks ot Foggy London. 
London Cor. N. Y. Herald. 


An interesting exhibition took place a 
Norih Woolwich on Monday last, in the Roy- 
al Albert Docks. This exhibition will proba- 
bly mark the day to which, hereafter, histo- 
rians will refer as the date when the electric 
light was, within the precincts of London, 
brought forthe first time into use for an ex- 
clusively public and practical purpose. Of 
course many illuminations have been witness- 
ed withinthe past year or two, whereby the 
usefulness and the merits of the new inven- 
tion were fully brought out, but hitherto the 
exhibitions, at least out of doors, have more 
orlezs borne an experimental character. 
Within doors the electric lamp has replaced 
the old gas jetatalarge number of estab- 
lishments. For instance, it found favor ia 
Printing House Square with the 
proprietors of the Times. [t. has 
worked satisfactorily in a num- 
ber of London warehouses. A large mer- 
cantile house in Watling street, whose prem- 
ises were destroyed by fire some two years 
ago, now prefer electricity to gas. Among 
the railroad stations that of the Great Eastern 
must be mentioned,where the electric lamp is 
in practical use. The lamps on the Thames 
Embankment form one of the_ experi- 
ments. But the test to which the light nas 
been exposed has induced the Corporation of 
the City of London to invite tenders, with a 
view of permanently lighting up by electricity 
the- Embankment, the adjacent bridges, and, 
furthermore, the streets radiating west from 
the Mansion House—viz., the Poultry, Cheap- 
side, Queen Victoria street and some others. 
With reference to the exhibition on Monday 
last the novel feature in connection with it is 
that in future ships may load or unload atall 
hours, day and night. The impenetrable fogs 
which interfere during a great part of the 
year along the banks of the river will cease 
to be a complaint so far as shipping is con- 
cerned. The advantages accruing to the ship- 
ping interest from the introduction of elec- 
tric lamps are incalculable. 

The Royal Albert Dock forms part of those 
gigantic works constructed by the directors 
of the London ana St. Katherine Dock Com- 
pany. Infactit is anextensionof the Vic- 
toria Docks, which as a whole were, by Her 
Majesty’s permission, bamedthe Royal Vic- 
toria and Albert Docks. The basin of the 
Royal Albert is 490 feet wide and one mile 
and a quarter in length. This entire space 
was, on Monday, lighted by means of electric 
lamps, twenty-seven in number, placed on 
latticed iron poles nearly eighty feet high. 
The lamps areofa new and irgenious con- 
struction, calculated to resist the influence of 
the severest weather. The iliuminating 
power is produced at four stations, judi- 
ciously distributed according as required 
over the dock grounds. At each of these 
stations engines of twenty horse power are at 
work in connection with Semnes dynamo 
machines. The lamps are provided with car- 
bons of suflicient power to burn during six: 
teen hours, while the lightsin the sheds are of 
smeller compass. Unfortunately some 
blunder occnrred on Monday which tended to 
mar the intensity of the effect which the ex- 
hibition produced on the mind of the visitor. 
The lights were prematurely extinguished, 
and the Steamer which took the 
party on board near the entrance jetty 
had to paddie in the dark when it 
was intended to showthe magnitude of the 
effect produced all round the dock. How- 
ever, On landing again near the sheds, more 
than sufticient light had been produced to 
make up forthe disappointment. In reality 
ample evidence had veen adduced, at the 
outset, of the completeness of all arrange- 
ments. The chairman andthe directors of 
the dock company had inviteda large and 
distinguished purty to witness the illumina- 
tion. Just when the train reached the dock 
the usefulness of the light was practically 
illustrated. The steamer Garonne, one of 
the huge Australian packets belonging to the 
Orient line, had arrived in the river and was 
docked by means ef the electric light. The 
feat was accomplished with the greatest ease 
and proved at once the wisdom and prudence 
exercised by the dock managementin ayvail- 
ing themselves of the new invention. Not 
only was the steamer berthed but the passen- 
gers were enabled to land, their bag gage be- 
ing examined, notwithstanding the advanced 
hour of the night, by the aid of a number of 
lights placed under the sheds. The illumin- 
ation in and out of doors was nearly equal to 
daylight, permitting the transaction of busi- 
ness Without hindrance. The despatch thus 
secured will ultimately prove of an immense 
boon. Doubtless the achievement stands 
unique at least in London, and when al! is in 
working order it will be a sight to see. 

Peculiarities of Queen Bees. 
Interview with Daniel Chandler. 

Mr. Chandler resumed conversation with- 
out alluding to tbe mystery. Upon disputed 
questions among naturalists be had given 
several opinions. He represented that, from 
his own experience,the queen bee never leaves 
her castle, unless tolead out a swarm after 
having once gone out to mate with the drone 
or ‘*king bee.” After her bridal tour she re- 
tires from the world to become a mother and 
to faithfully discbarge the duties of a yvatu- 
able existance. Drones gather no honey. 
All bees that do gather it are females, who, 
through a provision of nature, are always 
barren of vilspring. (Queens, therefore, are 
the only mothers, and Mr. Chandler also 
agrees With some naturalists that they 
cap lay 4s many as three thousand eggs ina 
single day. Mr. Chandler insists that the 
queen bee will never, under any circum 
stances, use ber sting except in contests with 
bees of her own rank. When two queens 
meet in royal combat one is inyariably killed. 
The first born queen in a hive usuaily suc- 
ceeds in destroying all thatare bornafter her 
—frequently puncturing @the ‘‘roval cells’ 
and thus ‘killing them inthe womb.’’ Mr. 
Chandler says he has worried queens, rolled 
and pinched them in bis hands and annoyed 
them in many ways, yet they have never 
stung him. 

It is an accepted theory that two queens 
will not live together in the same hive.** Chere 
are exceptions to this rule said the aged api- 
arist, ‘‘for I will tell you a circumstance. 
Once I found ayoung queen laying eggsina 
hive where I supposed an old queen reigued, 
and I discovered that she still lived. She had 
got very old and seemed just like an old per- 
son—withered, feeble and lame, She had ex- 
cited the sympathy of the young queen and 
they were friends.’’ Hestated that but few 
bee keepers furnished their bees with salt. 
‘They should never be witaout it,’’ he re- 
marked, ‘‘and I always keep a trough of salt 
‘and water for them, for if they don’t have the 
<a they will go where filth is in search of 

The masses, he thought, knew but little 
about bees. Only a small percentage of the 
people eat honey, especially in cities, becatise 
of this prevailing ignorance. Bee culture is 
in its infancy, and but little is being done to 
create a demand for so substanti 
cious a food as “‘honey in the honeycemb.”’ 
These are some of the conclusions at which 
Mr. Chandler seems to have arrived.

HAMILPON COUNTY, Ohio, seems to have 
had another of its political spasms yester- 
day. ‘Tie rule in Cincinnati is to alternate 
betwee the two great parties. The ‘‘off- 
year”-that is to say, the year when the 
county is not supposed to be in Perll— 
belongs to the Democrats. But when the | 
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“great business interests” are alarmed the 


city rolls up a champion Republican major- 
ity. Such-was the case yesterday. The 
manufacturers and bankers claimed to see 
destruction staring them in the face, and 
they made themselves felt. They ordered 
their dependents to go to the polls and vote 
the Republican ticket on paim of starvation 
and sent word down the expensive South- 
ern Railway that they hadn’t got through 
persecuting Old Man Secesh yet.

THE HEUMANN TRIAL. 


The Selection of a Jury Completed and the 
Taking of Testimony Begun, 

The work of selecting ajury to try Conrad 
Heumann, for murderin the second degree, 
was completed inthe Criminal Court to-day. 
The defendant entered a plea of not guilty and 
the foliowing jurymen were sworn in: Henry
